Well, what a year we've had so far! The Jubilee, the 
Olympics and Paralympics have given everyone quite a 
lift and I am enjoying the wave of ‘Britishness” which has 
given many people quite a sense of pride. 

In addition and perhaps more importantly for me 
personally, my daughter gave birth to a baby boy, which 
while making me feel far too old for comfort, has actually 
been really very exciting. 

So it's really been quite an upbeat year, which is 
particularly cool as it coincides with our 30th anniversary 
year. 

Yes, 30 years since we opened our first salon in 
Worcester Park. Before I bought it, it was already a 
salon called Brooks - I don't know why as it was owned 
by a hairdresser called Mr Charles. Brooks was very 
traditional. When I took it over, I of course changed it and 
wanted to make it more in tune with the new fashion that 
was happening in London at that time. 

Everyone talked about the swinging 60s - but in terms 
of fashion the London suburbs took a long time to really 
catch up. So when we opened our salon in November 
1981, The Kings Road in Chelsea where I had been 
working was only physically about 8 miles away, but 
culturally it seemed light years away. 

I imagined that my new salon would have been 
welcomed with open arms, but in truth it was quite a 
struggle to get the approval of the local community. I was 
initially seen as a bit ‘up myself - but in the end, staying 
true to my vision paid off and the salon became hugely 
successful. 

I remember those days fondly. I was working 5 days in 
the salon, often staying open till past midnight trying to fit 
in all our clients. The other two days were filled with doing 
all the admin stuff! My mum and dad were incredibly 
supportive. My dad would be my handyman; my mum 
was like an early version of ‘Google’. If I needed anything, 
I would just ask my mum and she would track it down. 
Perhaps most importantly, they always believed in me 
and didn’t try to tame my sometimes wild and potentially 
reckless ideas. We had a great salon team too and the 


sort of energy that only a new and growing business can 
have. 

Over our 30 years we have achieved some pretty 
fantastic things. We have travelled all over the world 
teaching and sharing our unique techniques with 
hairdressers and salon owners keen to be inspired. We 
have written books, computer programs, made videos, 
won countless awards, both creative and business. We 
have had thousands of hairdressers who have worked 
with us over the years, all who have contributed towards 
getting us to where we are now.

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‘SENTENCED TO 

DEATH’ 


Pensioner on regime 
for dying ‘by mistake’ 


An 83-year-old was “handed a 
death sentence” by Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal after being admitted for a rou¬ 
tine infection, according to her 
daughter. 

Jane Taylor said former Epsom 
Hospital volunteer Phyllis 
Nicholls, 83, was admitted to the 
Croft ward in May 2011 for a uri¬ 
nary tract infection (UTI) - a 
ward that she said “had such a 
reputation for neglecting elderly 
patients, old folk feared it”. 

The 57-year-old said her mother 
deteriorated on the ward due to 
neglect and because she was de¬ 
liberately deprived of food and 
water after secretly being placed 
on the Liverpool End of Life 
Pathway (LELP) - measures de¬ 
veloped for the hospice move¬ 
ment a decade ago as a way of 
easing terminal patients towards 
death in their final days. 

These include the withdrawal 
of lifesaving treatment, heavy se¬ 
dation and dehydration when 
death is imminent. 

Mrs Taylor insists there was no

reason why her mother should 
not have made a full recovery, but 
instead she died at the hospital on 
July 29 last year of heart and kid¬ 
ney failure and septicaemia. 

A number of cases of people 
being put on the LELP without 
their knowledge, or the knowl¬ 
edge of their relatives, have come 
to light nationally in recent 
weeks. MPs including Shadow 
Health Secretary Andy Burnham 
have called for an urgent review 
into how the pathway operates. 

Mrs Taylor said she only be¬ 
came aware her mother was on 
the LELP when she was moved to 
a side room and her notes were 
lying on the window with “ELP” 
written on top. 

She said: “Mum was not termi¬ 
nal when she entered Croft ward. 
She was reduced to deterioration 
and terminality by neglect.”

Unexpected 
closure of 
store due 
to repairs 

A Co-op food store in Epsom 
is set to remain closed for 
several more weeks due to 
structural problems with 
the floor. 

Concerned residents con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian 
last week after seeing a sign 
outside the store, in Upper 
High Street, saying it had 
closed due to “unforeseen 
circumstances”. 

The store has already 
been closed for a month, 
having shut on Thursday, 
September 20. 

A spokesman for the Co-op 
this week refused to reveal 
exactly what the problem 
was, but insisted the clo¬ 
sure was only temporary. 

The spokesman said: “We 
hope to have contractors 
working on the site within 
the next few weeks so the 
store can be up and running 
again as soon as possible. 

“All members of staff that 
would usually work at the 
Upper High Street store 
have temporarily been 
transferred to other stores 
nearby. 

“We would like to thank 
our customers for their pa¬ 
tience while the store is 
closed and to let them know 
that the Co-operative food 
store in Station Approach is 
open and ready to serve 
them, as usual, from 7am 
until 10pm.”

Town centre 
road chaos 
expected 
for revamp 

“Unavoidable disruption” is 
expected in Epsom town 
centre when traffic signals 
are refurbished and pedes¬ 
trian crossings are tem¬ 
porarily suspended later 
this month. 

The signals in the High 
Street, Hook Road, Church 
Street, and Upper High 
Street will be repaired by 
Surrey County Council 
(SCC) between Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 29, and Friday, 
November 2, which will re¬ 
quire the removal and re¬ 
placement of all street 
furniture and cables. 

Portable traffic signals 
will be in operation during 
the work, which will 
not to be able to accommo¬ 
date pedestrian crossing 
facilities. 

Grahame Bath, SCC’s traf¬ 
fic systems team leader, 
said: “Every effort will be 
made to ensure a speedy 
completion, but there will 
be some unavoidable disrup¬ 
tion. We therefore ask that 
all are prepared for these 
works. 

“We apologise for the tem¬ 
porary disruption and in¬ 
convenience but these 
essential works will leave us 
with all new equipment, 
which, using the latest tech¬ 
nology should prove more 
reliable and fit to last for 
many years.”

Prostitute jailed for 3 years 
for killing her elderly client

A Russian prostitute who 
stamped and kicked a pension¬ 
er to death has been sentenced 
to just three years behind bars. 

Natalia Woolley, 38, of 
Baron’s Court Road, West 
Kensington, was tried for the 
murder of 69-year-old Winston 
Fernandez, whose decompos¬ 
ing body was found at his home 
in Longdown Lane North, 
Ewell, on February 13. 

Woolley broke 17 of his ribs 
during the attack on January 
16 and then cut his telephone 
lines before leaving. The re¬ 
tired accountant went on to die 
alone and without medical 
help as a result of massive in¬ 
ternal injuries. 

But, after deliberating for 
less than three hours on Mon¬ 
day afternoon, a jury of six 
men and six women acquited 
her of murder. Instead they 
unanimously found the blonde 
escort guilty of the lesser of¬ 
fence of manslaughter by rea¬ 
son of unlawful act - when a 
person unlawfully kills anoth¬ 
er without the intention to kill. 

Judge Christopher Critchlow 
sentenced Woolley to three 
years imprisonment - of which 
she has already served 193 
days on remand. 


Mr Fernandez had been 
using escort agencies in the 
months leading up to his death 
and had met Woolley for sex on 
a number of previous occa¬ 
sions. 

The prostitute, who followed 
the trial through a translator, 
was arrested on April 2. 

She admitted she had been 
involved in a physical alterca¬ 
tion with Mr Fernandez, but 
claimed she had been acting in 
self defence and was not sure 
whether he was still alive when 
she left the house. 

She had claimed Mr Fernan¬ 
dez had wanted to marry her 
and that she cut the 
phone cords to stop him 


pestering her. 

David Leaderman QC, de¬ 
fending, said Ms Woolley was 
frightened of Mr Fernandez, 
who she described as a drunk, 
“dirty and aggressive” - and 
that her only motive that 
evening was to escape, for 
which she “was perfectly enti¬ 
tled to use reasonable force”. 

He told the jury last week Ms 
Woolley could not have known 
he was fatally injured when 
she left the property. 

He said: “Mr Fernandez’s 
body just looked like a man 
slumped up against the side 
mumbling. He did not tell her 
about his ribs or his larynx 
being broken.” 


And he said the fact she went 
back to the street days later to 
check whether the lights were 
still on demonstrated she was 
not a murderer. 

He said: “If she knew he was 
dead does a murderess go and 
visit the scene of the crime? It 
is the last conceivable thing the 
murderess is going to do.” 

Following the verdict, Detec¬ 
tive Chief Inspector Chris 
Raymer, of Surrey and Sussex 
major crime team, said Mr Fer¬ 
nandez had been the victim of 
a “brutal attack” in his own 
home. 

He said: “It was a number of 
weeks until his body was found 
and during this period Woolley 
made no attempt to call police 
or seek medical help for Mr 
Fernandez. Instead, she tried 
to cover her tracks by deleting 
messages and changing her 
phone number.” 

Mr Fernandez’s sons, Paul 
and Keith, said they were 
grateful justice had been done. 

They said: “We would like to 
thank family and friends for 
their support since the news of 
our father’s death. 

“We also thank the police and 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
for their hard work.”

Village pharmacy rejected

The NHS has endorsed a deci¬ 
sion to deprive a village of a 
much-needed pharmacy, a de¬ 
cision roundly condemned as a 
farce and “a sad day for the el¬ 
derly population of Ashtead”. 

Lloyds pharmacy, the only 
chemist in Ashtead Village, 
closed down in February, forc¬ 
ing patients to travel to other 
dispensaries in Craddocks Pa¬ 
rade and Barnett Wood Lane. 

An application to open a new 
pharmacy in the same spot in 
The Street by Abdool Kuree- 
man, owner of Ashtead’s 
Buckley Pharmacy, was re¬ 
fused by the NHS in June and 
an appeal against this decision 
was refused on October 8 by 
the NHS Litigation Authority - 
outraging residents, council¬ 
lors and MP Chris Grayling. 

It did not find another phar¬ 
macy would be “necessary or 
expedient” - a decision that 
has prompted Mr Grayling to 
contact Health Secretary Jere¬ 
my Hunt requesting a review 
of how Mr Kureeman’s appli¬ 
cation was handled. 

Mr Kureeman said he was 
saddened by the decision that 
he feels is a “blow for the inde¬ 
pendent pharmacy communi¬ 
ty” and contrary to the 
Government’s desires for a re¬ 
formed NHS with an emphasis 
on patient-centred care. 


The 52-year-old said: 
“There’s no logic in this farci¬ 
cal decision. 

“The litigation authority 
stuck to what was said by NHS 
Surrey and decided that what 
the residents told them in their 
letters was wrong. 

“Doctors’ practices also 
wrote in saying people would 
have difficulties in accessing 
pharmacies. 

“It’s a sad day for the elderly 
people of Ashtead Village as 
their voice has not been heard. 

“The Government’s White 
Paper on NHS reform clearly 
states ‘no decision about me 
without me’ and when local 
commissioning comes in they 
will be looking for more 


proactive pharmacies to advise 
patients about healthcare. 

“You can’t just take away a 
pharmacy because you can ful¬ 
fil the prescription of 
medicines elsewhere. It’s about 
healthy living - it’s good for el¬ 
derly people to be independent, 
chat with their pharmacist, 
seek advice and then be re¬ 
ferred to the GP if needed. 
Why is it not needed?” 

The pharmacist of 15 years 
said it was the “end of the 
road” as a judicial review of 
the decision would be costly. 

Mr Grayling said: “I’m very 
concerned the regulations gov¬ 
erning issues like this have not 
been properly applied in this 
case, which would see the 


re-opening of a closed pharma¬ 
cy rather than the establish¬ 
ment of a new one. I will be 
pressing the Department of 
Health very hard on this.” 

Jane Ward, community phar¬ 
macy development pharmacist 
at NHS Surrey, said: “The NHS 
litigation authority has consid¬ 
ered the appeal, and support¬ 
ing evidence including letters 
from local people, and in their 
view, the proposed pharmacy 
was ‘neither necessary nor ex¬ 
pedient to secure the adequate 
provision of services in the 
neighbourhood’. 

“We know there was some 
support locally for a new phar¬ 
macy and we understand those 
supporting the application will 
be disappointed.” 

Ashtead County Councillor 
Chris Townsend said he want¬ 
ed the initial decision of NHS 
Surrey to be called-in for 
scrutiny by Surrey County 
Council. 

He said: “It’s exasperating 
and poor. Abdool has been 
stopped by faceless bureau¬ 
crats - what does a panel sit¬ 
ting in Leeds know about 
Ashtead?” 

Gillian Russell, member of 
campaigning group Save 
Ashtead’s Village Environ¬ 
ment (Save) said: “We feel this 
is an outrageous decision and 
will support Abdool in every 
way we can to get this decision 
reversed.”

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Brain damaged man 
finally gains pay-out 


A man whose life was changed 
forever when he was knocked off 
his bike as a teenager has won 
substantial compensation for the 
brain damage he suffered. 

Robert Joseph Taylor was 13 
when he was involved in the acci¬ 
dent in Banstead in 2004 that left 
him in a coma with a lacerated 
liver and fractured ribs and 
jaw. 

He suffered traumatic injuries 
to his brain that still have a 
major effect on him today. 

These affected his mood and 
personality, concentration and 
memory, caused learning diffi¬ 
culties and led to problems in his 
performance at school.

Now 21, Mr Taylor, of 
Horsecroft, took home a sub¬ 
stantial damages pay-out from 
the High Court on October 15, to 
compensate him for his injuries. 

Mr Taylor was cycling across 
the A217 Brighton Road, near the 
junction with Garratts Lane, in 
October 2004, when he was hit by 
a Ford Fiesta. 

Through his mum, Mr Taylor 
claimed damages to pay for his 
care and other needs, but his 
lawyers agreed that the claim 
should be settled on a 50-50 
basis. 


Approving the settlement, Mr 
Justice Stuart-Smith said the 
money would help him make the 
best of his changed life. 

He said: “This is obviously a 
tragic case, where a young man’s 
life has been terribly affected by 
injuries suffered in an accident. 

“Everybody in this room knows 
that damages cannot really 
compensate for what has 
happened. 

“The court hopes that, al¬ 
though it cannot give back the 
hopes you had before, this can 
make a real difference to Rob¬ 
bie’s life for the future.” 

Details of the exact sum to be 
paid will remain confidential. 


Two muggers knock out teenager’s teeth 


A teenager had three teeth 
knocked out by muggers last 
Friday. 

The attack took place at 4pm 
on October 5, when the 17-year- 
old boy was walking from Epsom 
station to Sainsbury’s, in Kiln 
Lane. 

He was approached by two men 
one of whom punched him in the 
face while the other searched his 
pockets. 

They stole a black Blackberry 
mobile phone, an Oyster card 
and £200 in cash. 

The South East Coast 


Ambulance Service was called 
and he was taken to East Surrey 
Hospital to have treatment for 
mouth injuries, including the 
loss of three teeth. 

One mugger was black, 18 to 
20-years-old, slim, and wearing a 
grey hooded jumper. 

The second was black, and 
wearing a jacket with a fur-lined 
hood and a Russian-style fur hat 
which covered his ears. 

Detective Constable, James 
Cumming, said: “The robbery 
took place in broad daylight in a 
very busy part of Epsom so 


there must have been people 
around who witnessed the inci¬ 
dent and I would appeal to them 
to come forward. 

“The victim was seriously as¬ 
saulted during the robbery and 
this type of behaviour simply 
will not be tolerated and we will 
do all we can to find those re¬ 
sponsible and bring them to 
justice.”

A medical shocker 


In this week’s Blast From the 
Past, Bourne Hall curator 
Jeremy Harte, explains why 
people wanted electric shocks 
to look after their health in the 
1800s. 

He says: “Electricity was the 
miracle science of the 19th cen¬ 
tury. The discovery by Galvani 
that it transmitted nerve sig¬ 
nals led many people to hope 
that the ‘electric fluid’ might 
be the secret principle of life. 

“As so often with alternative

therapies, people decided that 
if something was necessary for 
the body to work, then admin¬ 
istering lots of it must make 
you super-healthy. 

“Already many Methodists 
distrusted ordinary doctors, 
and instead followed John 
Wesley’s advice to apply static 
electricity for blindness, 
burns, deafness, fits, leprosy 


and sciatica. By the 1880s ele¬ 
gant magneto-electric shock 
machines were available ‘for 
nervous and other diseases’. 

“You turned a handle to ro¬ 
tate a magnet in the middle of 
a copper coil, which was con¬ 
nected by wires to a pair of 
brass tubes. Fortunately the 
voltage is quite safe, though 
unlikely to cure anything. 

“Many seem to have been 
kept for entertainment as 
much as medicine.”

An entrepreneur whose giant 
shuttlecock was turned down for 
funding on a TV business show 
last month says it has given his 
business a huge boost. 

David Robson, from Epsom, has 
produced the UKick - “a giant 
shuttlecock that you can kick 
around”. 

The 29-year-old appeared on 
BBC business show Be Your Own 
Boss on September 26 with his 
product, and despite not winning 
the investment sought by contes¬ 
tants in the programme for their 
businesses, the Clapham-based 
entrepreneur said Ukick has 
“gone through the roof”. 

After completing a degree in so¬ 
ciology and social policy at Leeds 
University, Mr Robson was made 
redundant from a finance compa¬ 
ny in the City in 2009, and then a 
marketing company a year later. 

After losing his jobs he did a 
masters degree in international 
business with entrepreneurship, 
which ignited his entrepreneurial 
flame. 

He said: “When I was travelling 
in Vietnam, I saw people playing 
with it. I came up with UKick and 
took it back to Britain and my 
friends loved it. I adapted the 


original to make it safe, colourful 
and so it could be customised. 

“Since Be Your Own Boss, it’s 
gone absolutely manic. I didn’t 
win the show, but it doesn’t really 
matter.” 

Mr Robson said many investors 
and retailers have contacted him, 
including Debenhams and Argos, 
and retailers in America and 
South Africa. 

He said: “It’s a gap in the market 
- no one has seen anything like 
this before. It will be great for tack¬ 
ling obesity and getting kids and 
adults to socialise and exercise 


together, rather than them sitting 
on their social networks.” 

The businessman’s advice to 
other aspiring entrepreneurs is 
to be “creative” and not to give up 
in the tough economic climate. 

He said: “Be creative about how 
you go about networking and 
finding the people who are going 
to back you. 

“I’ve been emailed by lots of 
people who are finding it difficult 
to get work and because they 
have showed the initiative I would 
be happy to offer those people 
jobs.”

Patients missing ap¬ 
pointments at Epsom, 
Sutton and St Helier 
hospitals have cost 
£4.5m this year. 

Figures published 
yesterday showed that 
during 2011-12, 36,266 
people who were sched¬ 
uled to have an ap¬ 
pointment at the 
hospitals did not turn 
up. 

That makes one in 
every 15 people. 


However, the figures 
were an improvement 
on the previous year, 
when the total cost of 
missed appointments 
came to £5.6m.

Community leaders 
want chapel action

The council has come under fire 
for not pressing ahead faster with 
plans to convert a decaying 100- 
year-old chapel into a much- 
needed community centre. 

The unoccupied Horton Chapel, 
which was part of Horton Hospi¬ 
tal, was acquired by Epsom and 
Ewell Council in 2004. 

After failing to lease it out in 2006 
it earmarked the building to be¬ 
come a community centre. 

In 2009, the council decided a 
community development trust 
would be created to take over the 
building for a “viable community 
facility” to be established. 

But Labour Councillor Dan 
Stevens, a member of the Horton 
Chapel working group that is over¬ 
seeing the process, is frustrated at 
the lack of progress since then. 

He said: “The building is empty 
and deteriorating, and there are 
many potential groups who might 
want to use it. 

“We don’t have enough commu¬ 
nity buildings in the borough and 
some of them are closing. 

“If we want to build stronger 
communities we need to do it.”

meeting of the strategy and re¬ 
sources committee on September 
25, that the chairman, Councillor 
Neil Dallen, said was a positive 
step forward.

An amateur choir that sings 
without scores or a conductor 
is in the running for a top 
award after being named adult 
choir of the year.

served with salad, pitta and 
chips. 

This was like no kebab I had 
tasted before - it was clear 
that the chef had taken care to 
make sure the meat was ten¬ 
der. Our waiter brought us a 
garlic dip which added to the 
rich flavours. 

I opted for chicken guvech 
(£9.45) as my main course - 
diced chicken with onions, 
mushrooms and sweet pep¬ 
pers. 

The oven-cooked dish came 
in a thick tomato sauce and 
was so warming that I com¬ 
pletely forgot how miserable 
and cold it was outside. 

It was served with bulgar 
bites - a wheat substance 
rather like couscous or rice. 

The meat was succulent and 
the vibrant flavours all com¬ 
bined to make a dish that I 


thoroughly enjoyed. 

If you can manage a dessert 
then the chocolate mousse 
(£3.60) is not to be missed - the 
rich, creamy dish is served 
with whipped egg whites and 
cream. 

The restaurant is one I 
would definitely recommend - 
it has a lovely atmosphere and 
the staff are really friendly.

Landlords warned not to 
skimp on their insurance 


You might want to save money 
but don’t underinsure your 
property. 

That’s the warning to 
landlords from letting 
specialists Leaders which 
says landlords could find 
themselves seriously out of 
pocket if they have not 
insured property to its full 
market value. 

It says eighty six per cent of 
properties surveyed in 
research carried out on behalf 
of Aviva Insurance were 
found to be significantly 
underinsured.

said: “The current economic 
climate has led to reductions 
in the market values of some 
buy to let properties. 

“Whilst property owners 
may be looking for savings 
during these times, it is 
important that this is not at 
the expense of insurance 
cover.” 

“In the event of a claim, if 
you are found to be 
underinsured, most insurers 
will apply ‘average’ allowing 
them to reduce any payments. 

“For example, if a flood or 


fire caused £75,000 of partial 
damage and the property is 
insured for £200,000, but its 
true reinstatement is £300,000, 
this would equate to being one 
third underinsured. 

“Applying average this one 
third will be taken off your 
claim and the insurer would 
then payout a maximum of 
£50,000.” 

“In addition,” says Charles, 
“whilst making sure you have 
adequately insured your 
buildings it is also as 
important to remember that 
when you’re letting your 
property to tenants a 
standard home insurance 
policy will often exclude let 


properties. 

“For this reason a specialist 
landlord insurance - which 
includes landlord liability 
cover - is vital if you own a 
rental property. Leasehold 
landlords should also be 
advised to take a contents 
policy which includes liability 
cover.” 

Leaders advise that 
generally property sums 
insured should represent the 
cost of reinstatement to the 
existing specification. 

Ancillary costs should be 
considered, for example sums 
insured of buildings should 
make allowance for items 
such as demolition, debris 


removal and professional fees, 
as required. 

Particular buildings may 
also require additional or 
unusual costs to be incurred 
for specialist reasons, such as 
compliance with public

Car insurance comparison 
website Confused.com has 
teamed up with Brake, the 
road safety charity, to 
highlight the benefits and 
dangers of baby on board 
signs and remind parents 
about safety for younger 
passengers. 

Thirty seven per cent of 
parents polled (almost two in 
five) have displayed a baby on 
board sign either currently or 
in the past.

while four per cent 
only display one 
because they 
received it 
as a gift. 
Brake’s 
experts 
have 

confirmed 
that window 
clutter can be an 
issue on the road, 
but acknowledge that 
baby on board signs can 
also have a safety benefit. 

Julie Townsend, deputy 
chief executive at Brake, said: 
“Baby on board signs can be 
incredibly helpful for 
emergency services at the 
scene of a crash, in knowing 
whether there’s a child 


involved. But this help can 
become a hindrance if 
drivers display signs when 
their child isn’t in the vehicle. 

“Worse still is the danger 
that can be posed by drivers 
obscuring their view by 
cluttering up windows with 
lots of signs. 

“Drivers’ priority should 
always be getting there safely, 
without putting themselves, 
young passengers or other 
road users a risk. That 
includes ensuring your view 
isn’t obscured and you 
remain fully focused on the 
road.” 

The research also found 
that drivers who have never 
displayed a baby on board 
sticker or do not drive 
children around, are more 
likely to think the signs are 


tacky (34 per cent) or 
dangerous as they obscure 
vision (18 per cent). 

The research also found 
that a quarter of parents 
aged 18-24 (who have young 
children) always display a 
baby on board sign when they 
drive. This age group is also 
most likely to display novelty 
stickers in their car window, 
compared to drivers of other 
ages.

Overhaul for Kia’s new no-nonsense Sorento 



Less than three years into 
its latest guise, Kia’s no- 
nonsense SUV has been 
comprehensively revised, 
writes Chris Walsh. 

Sitting somewhere between 
a facelift and an all-new 
model, the front-to-rear and 
top-to-bottom re-engineering 
of the Sorento has done a lot 
to improve safety, comfort, 
luxury and driving 
dynamics, while lowering 
fuel consumption, emissions 
and running costs. 

There is also an all-new 


platform to contend with, 
offering a more rigid 
bodyshell with additional 
front, side and rear 
structures to disperse impact 
energy. 

All versions of the new 
Sorento are now powered by 
a revised version of Kia’s 
2.2-litre CRDi turbodiesel 
engine, driving all four 
wheels via a six-speed 
manual gearbox or the 
company’s six-speed 
automatic. 

A new exhaust-gas 


recirculation system has 
helped the Sorento achieve 
class-leading fuel economy 
and C02 emissions of 
47.9mpg and 155 g/km (for 
the manual), which in turn 
rewards the customer with a 
saving of around £155 in the 
first year’s road tax. 

Returns of 42.2 mpg and 
175g/km with the 17-inch 
wheels fitted on automatic 
versions are likely. 

Otherwise, it has a not so 
impressive 0-60mph in 
9.4 seconds and a top speed of 


118 mph. 

The new platform has 
improved space for 
passengers in rows two and 
three without any increase in 
the car’s overall footprint or 
wheelbase. 

The middle row has an 
extra 30mm of knee room 
while the third row gains an 
extra 9. 

All occupants benefit from 
better surroundings, with 
general improvements in the 
soft-touch materials used 
around the cabin and higher 


levels of equipment for all 
four trim grades - KX-1, 

KX-2, KX-2 Sat-Nav and KX-3. 

Prices for the entry-level 2.2 
CRDi manual KX-1 start from 


£26,495 while prices top out at 
£35,095 for the 2.2 CRDi 
Automatic KX-3. 

Deliveries are expected 
around December.

Epsom Hockey Club skipper 
James Midmer was relieved 
after his team secured their 
first win of the season in the 
Hampshire/Surrey Regional 
League Division One. 

It was an emphatic opener 
as goals from Mike Atkinson, 
Oli Hildrey, Scott Barton and 
Alex Pizzey saw off the chal¬ 
lenge of Wanderers 4-0.

unconverted try. 

The next 20 minutes saw

Just before half time the 
same fly half kicked a 
penalty to extend the lead 
to 10-5. 

Sutton played better in 
the second half but promis¬ 
ing moves broke down 
when the ball was knocked 
on, but they were able to 
close the gap to two points 
when Steve Warnham slot¬ 
ted a penalty. 

Warlingham then won a 
five metres line-out and 
their superb rolling maul 
drove the forwards over for 
their second try, which the 
fly half converted from out 
near the touch line. 

Sutton return to action in 
the London Division Two 
South West on Saturday 
when they entertain sec¬ 
ond placed Tottonian (kick 
off 3pm).
